Dn Jaisoorya could be seen with the Congress, with 
the Communists or with any other party, wherever there 
is fight for independence or a fight for progressive thinking. 
He was an indepet>dent thinker by himself. We mourn 
the lo^s of Dr. Jaisoorya. For many year<; to come we 
should work on the lines on which Dr Jaisoorya bad 
worked.

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of a training school or a college after a few years, say, five 
years, becomes already old type. Unless the standards in 
training schools and colleges are improved and at the same 
time we eonduct the refresher courses for teachers every 
five to ten years, teacher efficiency will be less and we 
cannot improve our standards. Therefore government 
should see that these things are also conducted periodi- 
cally to equip our teachers better. 

And lastly., Sir, ours is a scientific age. In other coun" 
tries^ education is improving in technology, but we are not 
making enough progress and that is because we are not 
given enough of equipment for science studies in our 
schools and colleges. No doubt our Government has all- 
lotted Rs.4 lakhs for nearly 1500 high schools. It does not 
even work out to Rs. 250 per school. It is not enough to 
buy a good balance for our school. It is a pittance, Got- 
ernment should see that our pupils from even elementary 
school stage are given scientific training so that in due 
course our country may rise to the standard of America 
or Russia and see our advancement in technology is sec- 
ond to none,

Coming to the Administrative Reforms Committee, 
Sir, Government again deserve congratulations. Very 
often we have been talking about bureaucracy, red-tapism 
etc — that it has been existing in the administrative set 
up. I am sure the Administrative Reforms Committee, 
will do some really good work. One happy thing about 
the composition of this committee is that we have officials 
as well as non- officials. Ite officials will give their 
experience and their diflfeulties in devfsing these refotWs 
which are necessary, wiile the nofl-^dlficials^ t^Ml ^stud^ it 
ftx>m another poiat of vi^- I hope* their ttfecli^ions Wilt 
bring m some tfaing go*U, hut I wMd lijoe to * suggest lo 
the Com?p?Littes.i||CH<^.tiiff€ie painte. 
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First, I think, Sir, that the bureaucratic mentality 
among our officers should be reduced to the minimum. 
No doubt a good percentage of our officers have adjusted 
themselves to the new democratic set up, but still a few 
there are who feel that they are big officials and they can 
intimidate, they can even bully ordinary citizens. Recen- 
tly, in our own district we had an unhappy incident aboOt a 
district official -a judicial official who threatened the 
manager ofa school that if he did not admit one of the 
students recommended by him-not his own child-he would 
see that he would force him to admit. We had to tell 
him point blank that he could walk out of the compound. 
Such mentality is not in keeping with the democratic 
principles of our country. If j^u^h mentality exists among 
oar officers, I thipk we- afe disgracing the ideals prop- 
^i^^ ^j XMt revered leader, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 
Therefore, to see that that the administrative refo rms are 
earned to the benefit of the ordinary citizen, this bureau- 
cratic outlook should be changed. I am sure the officers 
Will tm to the occasion and change their outlook.

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decentralization has its own disadvantages but I think to 
reduce red-tapism that is the only method. An Official at 
ail levels who is responsible^ who has some status should 
be made to take a decision and take the responsibility for 
it. If he is not given that power and if he is not compelled 
to exercise that decision-making power, he will shirk his 
responsibility, pass it on to somebody else and red 
tapism will continue undiminished. I hope the Adminis- 
trative Reforms Committee will consider these few 
suggestions of mine and thoroughly discuss them before 
they give their recommendations. 

Lastly. Sir, ofcourse, Government has been rather show- 
ing a soft corner towards drought affected areas of the 
State. They are trying to build up some sort of permanent 
relief to these areas. I find. Sir, in drought affected areas 
for those who are victims of regular famines, there is only 
one solution. That is to help them by giving an irrigations 
well and supplying power. The Government in their new 
subsidy schemes is going to help the poor ryot to have a 
well and to cultivate 5 to 10 acres. But, Sir, this help 
will not be of much use unless power also is supplied. You 
know. Sin hauling out water with the help of bulls is very 
costly, laborious and usually no ryot can cultivate more 
thati 4 to 5 acres. But if poWer iff sup(^Ued, Wean culti- 
vate even 10 to 12 acres. That will greatly improTe his 
economic condition. But, unfortunately, the rules in 
Electricity defmrtment are so tight that for eveiy s^mi^ - 
whether small or big, their criteria is to see whether it is 
remunerative or „un-remunerative. In drought affects 
areas, almost every ^heme will fee uaremunerative from
